Directions for making sweet, clear Cider, 
that shall retain its fine vinous flavour, 
and keep good for a long time in casks , 
like wine. 

It is of importance in making cider, that 
the mill, the press, and all the materials 
be sweet and clean, and the straw clear from 
must.. To make good cider, fruit should 
be ripe, (but not rotten) and when the ap¬ 
ples are ground, if the juice is left in tha 
pummice twenty-four hours, the cider will 
be richer, softer, and higher colored; if fruit 
is all of the same kind, it is generally thought 
that the cider will be better, as the fermen¬ 
tation will certainly be more regular, which 
is of importance. The gathering and grind¬ 
ing of the apples} the pressing out of the 
juice, is a mere manual labour, performed 
with very little skill in the operation; but 
here (be ..great art of making good cider 
commences; for as soon as the juice is 
pressed out, nature bemns to work a won¬ 
derful change in it. The juice of fruit, if 
left to itself, will undergo three distinct fer¬ 
mentations, all of which change the quality 
and nature of this fluid. The first it tbe 
vinous; the second the acid, which makes it 
hard and prepares it for vinegar; by the 
third it becomes putrid. Tbe first fermen¬ 
tation is Ihe only one the juice of apMes 
should undergo, to make good cider. It ii 
this operation that separates; the juice from 
tbe filth, and leaves it a clear, swebt, vinous 
liquor. To preserve it in this state is the 
grand secret; this is done by fumigating it 
with sulphur, which checks any further 
i fermentation, and preserves it in its fine 
vinous state. It is to be wished that all 

I der makers would make a trial of this 
ethod; it is attended with no expense, and 
it Tittle trouble and will have the desired 
Feet. 

I would recommend that (Lo juice ns It 
imes from the jyess, be placed in open 
ended casks or vats: in this situation it is 
tost likelundergo a proper fermenta- 
on, and the person attending may with 
orreclness ascertain when this fermentation 
eases; this is of great importance, and 
nust be particularly attended to. The fer- 
nentntion is attended with a hissing noise, 
mbblcs rising to the surface and there form- 
ng a soft spongy crust over the liquor. 
When this crust begins to crack, and white 
froth appears in the cracks level with the 
surface of the head, the fermentation is 
about stopping. At this time the liquor 
is in a fine, genuine, clear state, and must 
be drawn off immediately into clean casks, 
and this is the time to fumigate it with sul¬ 
phur. To do this, take a strip of canvas 
or rag, about two inches broad and twelve 
long; dip this into melted sulphur, and 
when a few pails of worked citler are put 
into the cask, set this match on fire arid bold 
it in the cask, till it is consumed, then bung

It is certainly ofgrcal importance to Ihe 
people of America to cullivate the fruit that 
is natural to the soil of their country, and 
to make the most of the fruit which tbe soil 
produces; especially, when its produce is 
an article of value and of great consump¬ 
tion in this country. 

A LOVER OF GOOD ClDER. 

AFFECTING NARRATIVE. 

A correspondent of Ihe New York A- 
merican gives the following pathetic narra¬ 
tive of the oversetting of a boat in the har¬ 
bor of N. York, on Saturday last. 

I happened to be one of the passengars 
on hoard the Brooklyn ferry boat on Sat¬ 
urday last, when a most melancholy acci¬ 
dent occurred, of which tor several reasons, 

I shall give you a detail. In tho first place 
it ia due to the heroism of some of the par¬ 
ties concerned, it,is an act of justice to¬ 
wards the helmsman nf the steam'boat, to 
exculpate him from any bjafne in this un¬ 
happy businesa: and I also hope it may serve 
as a caution to persons who may be rowing 
close along the wharves, not to paas n steam 
hoat wharf without first ascertaining the 
situation of the boat. 

The steam ferry host was just doubling 
the end of the pier, at Fulton slip, when a 
small barge shot from behind it, and imme¬ 
diately came in contact with the head of 
the boat.* The alarm was instantly given, 
and the machinery stopped about the mo¬ 
ment when the barge came in contact with 
the bar supporting the rudder of tbe fiopt. 
This bar upset tbe small boat, owing to the 
impetus of the ferry boat, and a heavy tide 
which began to set down the river. The 
boat contained two ladiea. three children, 
two gentlemen and one servant, besides the 
two oarsmen. 

In a moment one gentleman who was a 
good swimmer, appeared at the opposite 
end of the boat having dived under -tbo 
wheel, which he says had still a slight mo¬ 
tion. One of the sailors apon appeared 
nearly dcowoiag, at a distance down tlia 
stream, and was relieved by e small boat 
near him; while at the same instant, ao in- 
feat child was seen, on the water’s edge- 
immediately beside the boat. The little

greatest crime, viz :—preferring the degra¬ 
dation of Our country to spirited opposition. 
Mr. Calhoun eras in congress at this time; 
he knows that the party violence of that 
day and the urgent necessities of his war 
friends, tempted them to impute submission 
to the opponents of the war, which was al¬ 
ways indignantly hurled back upon its au¬ 
thors as false and calumnious—he knows 
too that able and to thousands of minds^ 
unanswerable arguments were made to 
show Bound, worthy, and sufficient rcasohs 
against tbe war—He must remember too, 
tbe appeal made by the anti-war roeo to 
tbe people of this country, in justification 
of their vote against tbe war, which justi¬ 
fication waa founded upon solid state rea¬ 
sons and wise pah iot views, and contained 
nothing like preference for submission or a 
wish to humiliate the country—and he must 
also remember, that, in theyeais 1815 and 
1814, no man dared to have asserted such 
an opinion upon tbe floor of congress. 

What Mr. Calhoun’s intentions may have 
been in asserting 6uch opinions, is matter 
of construction, and therefore we do not 
presume to declare them—but his opinions 
of the facts he professes to state, as cuntro 
verted by us, are false in point of fact, Un¬ 
founded because they have been always 
denied and abjured by tbe anti-war men, and 
calumnious because they are calculated to 
east a deep stain upon their honour, fidelity, 
and patriotism. 

But'Justice* endeavours to show, Ibat our 
remarks are as obnoxious to tbe imputation 
of being false as the opinions uf Mr. Calhoun 
—Let us examine this: We stated “that 
Mr. Calhoun and the war men had tried gun 
boats, non-importation, .non-exportation &. 
embargoes fur seven years, all of which tbe 
anti-war men told them were good for no¬ 
thing and would make the nation ridiculous 
—and finding it turn out so, and being dis¬ 
appointed id the success of their plans, tbey 
resolved desperately (o hazard a war as tbe 
only likely means to draw off the attention 
of the people from the miserable loosing 
game of the erabai goes and restrictions, and 
to save their declining popularity—In 
proof of tbis, see part of Mr. Calhoun’s 
speech cited by ‘Justice,’viz: “It [the re¬ 
strictive system] renders government odious 
The farmer infuires, why he gets no more 
for bis produce? he is told it is owing to 
the embatgo or commercial restrictions. In 
this he sees only the hand of his own gov 
eminent, and not the acts of violence and 
injustice, which this system is intended to 
counteract His censures fall on the gov 
trnmenl. [There is the rub you see] i’bis 
is an unhappy stale f .be public mind; [yes 
it i«, and particularly for the party who had 
dune all this'ilP) I might say, in a govern 
ment resting essentially on public opinion 
a dangerous one. In tear it is different 
Thus we think Mr. Vice President explains 
the vote for the war pretty much as we do 
—it was a bold project to get rid of a set 
of bad and unpopular measures. 'Justice’ 
Bays, “Mr. Calhoun never was in any part 
of his political career the friend of gun 
boats or of the restrictive system’’—We 
ueversaid Mr. Calhoun was the friend of 
gun boats and restrictions—but he and bis 
war friends had tried them —Wc all know 
that many projects were attempted in that 
disastrous period which those who voted 
for them did not approve, yet they were 
expedients that a desperate party in power 
had recourse to, willing to try any thing 
uncertain of all—why, the war was itsell 
• mere expedient; some voted for it against 
their own will, they were induced to try it 
to see if it could save a falling party—and 
some voted for it, who disapproved it, un¬ 
der a hope (good faithful friends!) that it 
would crush the administration—Hot during 
the rage for gun boats & embargoes did Mr. 
Calhoun ever oppose them? ‘he only voted for 
embargo preparalofy to war’—and when 
does he appear ia opposition to embargoes 
and restriction"? On tbe eve of the war, 
after restrietions nnd embargoes had been 
tried in vain for seven yeais, during which 
time he had made no stand against them, 
and the nation was sinking by their mis¬ 
chievous effects, and the administration and 
its party by their folly and unpopularity— 
then Mr. Calhoun comes out against re¬ 
striction as he says, among other reasons, 
because tbey who were oppressed by restric. 
tions, saw only the hand of government in the 
oppression and the censures fell on the gov 
ernment—but in war it was different. And 
when did Mr. Calhoun come out, as stated 
by the quotation of Justice, in favour of a 
navy? after the war, long .after gun boats 
had been laughed out of countenance, and 
when the navy bad fought itself into favor. 

Now, after all this, we do not think we 
should have been altogether obnoxious to 
the imputation of falsehood, even if we bad 
asserted that Mr. Calhoun and tbe war men 
had been friends to gun boats, and embar¬ 
goes, &c.—But we did not say any such 
thing, we truly remarked that tbey bad 
tried tfum. 

No one was more mortified than our¬ 
selves, to see the speech of Mr. Calhoun, 
at Abbeville—-We always bore testimony 
to his Ulents, energy and industry—his vio- 
lence snd the errors of former times we 
were willing to impute to youthful ardor 
and to party feelings, and to forgive them 
—His subsequently embracing all tbe fede¬ 
ral doctrines as established by the federal 
party in thia country under the administra¬ 
tion of Washington and John Adams, we 
admired; and if he carried ihem further 
than federal men did, we could find a reason 
for it in our extended power, resources 
territory end in tbe circumstances of the 
times- His bold, opposition to the late 
Caucus and his opinions of that party who 
instituted that awful conspiracy, were un¬ 
disputed evidences of his correct thinking, 
and we thought that Mr'. Calhoun bad ex¬ 
hibited sentiments and conduct, since 1815, 


that were calculated to draw him near to 
the,American people. But Mr. Calhoun 
had been accused by his former party 
friends of federal doctrines—nay, of ultra 
federal doctrines—could he be weak enough 
to feel this as a reproach? surely not—He 
knew that tbe federal doctrines of adminis¬ 
tering this government were the only prin¬ 
ciples upon which it could be administered 
with good effect—he knew ihe contrary 
had been tried and had failed—he muat have 
known that the character of the federal men 
of this country was among the highest, if 
not the very highest character the country 
possessed—he knew that honester men and 
more patriotic men never did exist—why 
he should have told the pebple of Abbeville, 
that “many men in Congress in 1811, pos¬ 
sessed of high reputation and talents, pre¬ 
ferred submission with, all its humiliation 
to war, when he knew that the great ma¬ 
jority of those who dissented to the war 
were distinguished federal men, is a matter 
that we cannot explain. The fact of bis 
having declared it has filled us with indig¬ 
nant surprise. 


THE CAROLINE CAUCUS.

Under these circumstances, I a-k leave, 
through the medium of your useful paper, 
to offer to the public specific directions for 
tbe manufacture of Parsnip wine: (here not 
being one published recipe on tbe subject. 

To every four poouds of parsnips clean¬ 
ed and quartered,put one gallon of water; 

| boil them till they are quite tender; drain 
I them through a sieve, but not bruise them, , 
as no remedy would clear the wine alter* , 
wards. Pour tbe liquor into a tub, and to , 
each gallon add three pounds of loaf sugar 
and half ao ounce of crude tartar. When 
cooled to tbe temperature of 75 degrees, 
put in a little new yeast; let it stand four 
days in a warm room, then turo it. The 
mixture should, if possible, be fermented in 
a temperature of 60 degrees. September and 
March are the best seasons for making the 
wine. When the fermentation has subsided, 
bung down the cask, and let the wma stand 
at least twelve months before bottliog. 

If great Delicacy of flavor be not indis¬ 
pensable, most sugar may be substituted for 
loaf, and some expense thereby avoided. 
But the wine may be made with guod loaf, 

’ or crushed lump sugar, and not cost more 
t than 7jd per bottle!

NOBLE ACT OF A FIliA lE CHIEF. 

A pirate vessel once attacked a sloop, the 
crew of which made violent and unespect- 
ed resistance; but it proved unavailing,and 
she w.s soon boarded by her assailants, who 
showed themselves inclined to proceed to 
extremities of every kiod.

er.iily divided into lots of ten acres each, 
on which is e erted an It mse and stable 
well lulled lor a gardener’s purpose, which 
he m istly owns, and from it he makes as 
com!U table a living as some farmers do on 
two hundred acres. This land is naturally 
a rich stiff clay loam, capable of receiving 
large quantities of manure without injuring 
the crops, and as those gardens are only 
distant from the city from one to two miles, 
they can obtain as muc , of that article as 
they please. Tbeir vegetable ground is laid 
out in long beds, and kept clear of shrubs 
consequently convenient to till with the 
plough. The following is their method of 
raising their onion and cabbage crop, v z: 
the land is manured and ploughed in the 
early part ot winter, and left rough until 
| the first dry weather, in the spring; they 
then plough and harrow until the ground is | 
fine, and spread a tlnu coat of ashes over it, 
then strain a line across the whole plat ol 
ground, and set in small onions of tbe last 
I years rai-ing from seed, along the line at 
three inches distant, then move the line 
nine inchi s anti plan< as before, then move 
Ihe line a second time Bnd plant as before 
directed, again move the line riglueen inch¬ 
es, and commence a second bed or plat; 
and so on until the crop is planted, in pin's 
containing three rows, distant from the 
next plat eighteen inches, in t'ie centre of 
which anti between the pla's of onions, a- 
bout the first of sixth month, [Juik] they 
plant the cabbage crop, leaving the rows 
thiee feet apart, which are cultivated as 
soon as tbe onion crop is removed. The

managed. On my arrival at New Y«ik I 
visited William Prince’s nursery, or rather 
botanic garden, but Dot meeting him or his 
partner, I obtained but little information. ' 
I experienced considerable pleasure from a 
short visit to some of my correspondents 
and friends in Connecticut, frotiy whom I 
have fnr some time obtained apiit of inv 
garden seeds, whom, at this season of the 
year, I was desirous of seeing in 'he act of j 
raising—with their care and correctness 1 J 
was perfectly miti-fied. 

On reluming to New York I took the 
steamboat lor Albany, and from thence by 
stage to Schenectady, where I took passage 
iu one of Ihe canal packet hosts for Utica, 
in which I travelled eighty miles in twenty 
four hours, a very pleasant passage, where 
I c u’d read, write, or sleep wiib<>ut inter¬ 
ruption. The accommodations were ex¬ 
cellent—passage and board three and a half 
dollars, for the above distance. 'These 
boats are seventy six feet long and fourteen 
wide, as neatly furnished as our steam¬ 
boats. There are other boats of the same 
size, plainly and substantially finished lor 
carrying produce and passengers; the pa- 
sage is one cent per mile, with the privilege 
of ennking their own provisions, which is a 
great convenience tn families who are mov¬ 
ing westward. ThS canal is three hundred 
and forty miles long, has one hundred and 
fifty lock*,each of which cost ten thousand
